Brave Chris ready to face his fears 


NURSERY assistant Chris Aldis is 
aiming to overcome one of his 
deepest fears by holding a snake 
to raise money and awareness 
about ME. 

Chris, 24, who works at Dizzy’s 
Day Nursery in Holland Road, 
Haverhill, is an ME sufferer and 
will be sponsored to meet a 
snake next month, as part of 
fundraising events at the nursery 
during ME Awareness Week. 


Chris was diagnosed with the 
condition two years ago and 
suffers from extreme tiredness, 
migraines, sensitivity to sunlight 
and aching flu-like symptoms. 
The condition can also lead to 
depression. 

Children at the nursery and their 
parents have agreed to sponsor 
Chris, to meet one of the 
slithering creatures. Other events 
will also be taking place there on 


Tuesday, May 13. Chris, of Vetch 
Walk, Haverhill, said: “Not an 
awful lot is known about ME. 
They don’t know what causes it 
or how to get rid of it. I just 
wanted to do something to raise 
awareness and the condition and 
also money to help sufferers.”

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A STABBING victim’s plea for 
leniency has helped save his 
teenage girlfriend from jail. 

Christine Bojmelgrim appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court on Tues¬ 
day to be sentenced after pleading 
guilty to a charge of unlawful 
wounding. 

The 18-year-old Canadian, who stabbed 
boyfriend James Roberts during an 
argument at his parent’s home in Roman 
Way, Haverhill, was handed a suspended 
jail sentence. 

The court heard how Bojmelgrim had 
been staying at the home after the couple 
had met through the internet. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, said that 
during the course of March 11, Bojmel¬ 
grim and Mr Roberts began arguing. 
Later in the day when the argument 
appeared to have subsided she suddenly 
reached on top of a wardrobe and grab¬ 
bed an ornamental knife. 

Mr Roberts tried to disarm Bojmelgrim 
but stopped his efforts because of fears 
that she might become injured by the 
foot-long weapon. In an attempt to 
persuade her to put down the knife, Mr 
Roberts picked up her saxophone and 
threatened to throw it out of the window 
but then accidentally dropped the 
instrument. 

Mr Crimp told the court: “That appears 
to be the reason why the defendant then 
lunged at him with a stabbing motion.” 

Mr Roberts was stabbed in the should¬ 
er and when paramedics arrived the 
knife was still embedded in him. He was 
taken to hospital and underwent emer¬ 
gency treatment for a collapsed lung. 

When interviewed, Mr Roberts told 
police that because he loved Bojmelgrim 
he did not wish to press charges.

Floral 
tributes 
to go 
from 
roads 

BEREAVED relat¬ 
ives of road accident 
victims could see 
their flowers and 
memorials removed 
from crash sites 
under a new council 
rule. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council has 
laid down a new 
policy which says it 
will consider remov¬ 
ing flowers left in 
memory of loved 
ones 30 days after 
tragic crashes. The 
A1307 will be one of 
the roads covered 
under the policy 

A council spokes¬ 
man said: “This is 
not necessarily a 
new policy 

“It is something 
that has always been 
done, but it is the 
first time it has been 
set down in this way 
as part of the new 
Network Services 
Plan. 

“We understand 
this is a very sen¬ 
sitive issue and 
flowers and mem¬ 
orials are an imp¬ 
ortant part of the 
grieving process. 

“In general we 
don’t encourage road 
side memorials be¬ 
cause of road safety 
- people may become 
distracted by them, 
and they are often on 
busy and fast roads. 

“But this isn’t 
about removing 
more permanent 
memorials people 
have placed without 
first talking to the 
families. We ack¬ 
nowledge a differ¬ 
ence between flowers 
and memorials. 

“Before anything 
was done we talk 
with police family 
liaison officers and 
work with families 
who have lost loved 
ones to make sure we 
do all we can to 
ensure these are kept 
where possible.” 


Careless driver faces jail, says judge 


A DRIVER found guilty of dang¬ 
erous driving has been warned 
he could face jail. 

Gary Kirkby, 47, was found 
guilty of dangerous driving by a 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court, 
after denying the offence, claim¬ 
ing that he had been dazzled by 
the sun. 

Kirkby, of Manor Farm Close, 
Haverhill, was told by Recorder 
Martyn Levett: “I can’t rule out a 
prison sentence.” 

Sentencing was deferred until 
May 6 to allow the Probation 
Service to prepare a pre-sentence 


report. Until that date Kirkby 
was released on bail and made 
the subject of an interim driving 
disqualification. 

The court heard how at 7am on 
March 8 last year, student Kate 
Trowse had been on her way to 
college in Cambridge when she 
stepped onto a zebra crossing in 
Withersfield Road, Haverhill. 

Neil MacAulay, prosecuting, 
said that Kirkby had been 
leaving Haverhill at the same 
time at the wheel of a Mitsubishi 
four-wheel drive pickup, having 
just left his girlfriend’s house. 


At the crossing Kirkby had 
failed to stop, colliding with Miss 
Trowse and then the nearside 
wheels of the vehicle passed over 
her as she lay in the road. The 
incident resulted in Miss Trowse 
suffering a broken and crushed 
pelvis and as a result she spent 
time in hospital undergoing 
treatment. 

Witnesses reported Kirkby, a 
partner in AK Scaffolding, had 
his arm out of the driver’s door 
window attempting to clear ice 
and frost from the windscreen. 

When spoken to at the scene by 


police officers, Kirkby said he 
had been unable to see because 
he was being dazzled by the sun. 

But Mr MacAulay said two 
independent witnesses had said 
when the collision took place 
Kirkby had been attempting to 
clear ice from the windscreen. 

In his defence, Kirkby said he 
knew Withersfield Road well and 
used it regularly He maintained 
it had been bright sunshine and 
not ice that had restricted his 
visibility that morning. He 
denied having done anything 
dangerous while at the wheel.

Mum’s petition plea to 
stop deaths on A1307 


A MOTHER whose son 
travels the route where 
two teenagers have died in 
the last year has started 
an online petition on the 
Prime Minister’s website 
to call for urgent action on 
the killer route. 

Castle Camps resident Julia 
Carne has posted her e-petition 
about the A1307 on the 10 Down¬ 
ing Street website, and South 
East Cambridgeshire MP James 
Paice has thrown his weight 
behind it. 

Mrs Carne said her 14-year-old 
son Daniel was a pupil at Linton 
Village College and had known 
Alice Westland, 16, who died last 
month, and Imogen Barker, 15, 
who died close to the same spot 
at Cardinal’s Green, Horseheath, 
last year. 

Mrs Carne believes the only 
solution is to provide a large 
turning space where the bus can

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turn around so the bus crosses 
the road rather than the child¬ 
ren. 

Mrs Carne said: “We live in 
Castle Camps and have a teenage 
son who was friends with the 
families of both the girls who 
died, and it is just that feeling of 
helplessness that nothing seems 
to get done, although all the right 
noises are made. 

“It is very frightening for these 
children who go to Linton Vill¬ 
age College and other schools, 
who are losing their friends. It is 
almost becoming the norm.” 

“If you get enough signatures 
at least it goes before the Prime 
Minister and raises the profile to 
get some action now. 

“We are such a small com¬ 
munity and there have been so 
many deaths on the road affect¬ 
ing families in Haverhill, this 



must bring it all back for them. 

“If something is not done 
really quickly it sends out the 
message that our young people 
are not a priority, which I think 
would be very offensive and up¬ 
setting.” 

Mr Paice said: “Urgent action 
is required before this lethal 
road claims another life and 
leaves more families, friends and 
communities in mourning. 

“The message must go out loud 
and clear that the devastating 
loss of life on this unacceptably 


dangerous stretch of road cannot 
be allowed to continue.” 

South Cambridgeshire District 
Councillor Vicky Ford said 23 
people had died in a 10-mile 
stretch of the road in the past 
decade. 

“This is absolutely unac¬ 
ceptable. The bus stop is one of 
the worst blackspots,” she said. 

The petition points out the 
A1307 in Cambridgeshire is one 
of the county’s two most lethal 
roads, with the stretch between 
Babraham and Haverhill part¬ 
icularly dangerous with many 
deaths each year. 

It calls for safe zones for people 
getting on and off along this 
rural bus route to be made a 
priority and funding put in place 
before any more of our young 
people from this community lose 
their lives.

He also said he would not be willing to 
appear in court as a witness. 

Jude Durr, appearing for Bojmelgrim, 
said her client had called both an 
ambulance and the police to the house 
immediately after the incident and had 
been fully co-operative. 

The attack had been “totally out of 
character”, said Mr Durr. Subsequently 
Mr Roberts’ parents had said they would 
be willing for Bojmelgrim to return to 
stay with them for the rest of her time in 
the UK. 

In a letter to the court, Mr Roberts said 
he regarded the incident as an 
“unfortunate accident” and urged Judge 
John Holt to exercise the utmost leniency 
because he was certain that Bojmelgrim 
had not intended to do him harm. 

Sentencing Bojmelgrim, Judge Holt 
told her: “It was certainly something that 
you immediately regretted. 

“The letter from your boyfriend shows 
that not only off his own bat, but after 
extensive talks with his parents who also 
know you well, it has been decided that 
you are welcome to come back home and 
stay with them for the remainder of your 
vacation in England.” 

Bojmelgrim was sentenced to six 
months imprisonment, suspended for 12 
months and ordered to complete 40 hours 
of unpaid community work before she 
leaves the UK in July 

Judge Holt said that the 32 days that 
Bojmelgrim had spent on remand 
awaiting sentencing had averted the need 
for her to go immediately into custody

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Addict in 
court over 
burglary 


AN ADDICT who was 
given a second chance 
and spared from jail so 
he could get treatment 
for his heroin addict¬ 
ion is behind bars 
facing burglary char¬ 
ges. 

Liam Darby, 23, is charged 
with two counts of burglary, 
theft from a motor vehicle, 
handling stolen goods and 
going equipped to steal. 

He was remanded in cust¬ 
ody by magistrates at Bury 
St Edmunds - the same 
court where just a few 
weeks ago he was handed an 
eight-month prison sent¬ 
ence, suspended for two 
years, so that he could seek 
help with his addiction. 

The February court hear¬ 
ing was told that Darby, of 
Eastern Avenue, Haverhill, 
on bail for a string of theft 
offences including breaking 
into vehicles, was rushed to 
hospital after taking an 
overdose of heroin. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Darby was granted 
bail when he appeared for 
sentence on the theft char¬ 
ges on condition that he 
attended assessments for 
drug rehabilitation treat¬ 
ment. 

But after taking a heroin 
overdose just four days into 
his bail period, he had to be 
rushed to hospital by amb¬ 
ulance.

Police found a spent 
syringe at his home and 
another containing heroin. 
At one time Darby had been 
sleeping in his own car and 
told police he broke into one 
vehicle for a place to sleep. 

Darby spent two days in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
recovering and was then 
remanded in custody for 
possessing the class A drug. 

He admitted being in poss¬ 
ession of heroin on January 
25, as well as six charges of 
theft in December last year 
and asked for a further four 
theft offences to be taken 
into consideration. 

David Stewart, for Darby, 
said his client had attended 
two appointments before his 
relapse and wanted to get 
help for his addiction. 

Sarah Smeeth, of social 
services, said there were 
concerns about whether 
Darby had sufficient moti¬ 
vation to tackle his drug 
problem. His partner was 
also a drug user on a rehab¬ 
ilitation order. 

Magistrates’ chairman 
Brian Harvey said: “We are 
suspending the custodial 
sentence to give him the 
opportunity to take the help 
available from the probation 
service.” 

Darby was due to appear 
before the same court yest¬ 
erday.

to e co-town plan

They say the new towns, 
which should not be comm¬ 
uter towns, will be designed 
to tackle three major issues 
including climate change, 
the need for sustainable 
housing and the need to 
increase housing supply. 

The proposal for the Han¬ 
ley Grange development was 
brought forward by devel¬ 
opers Jarrow Investments, 
which owns much of the 
land on behalf of Tesco. 

But residents at the public 
meeting said they did not 
feel Hanley Grange was the 


right place for an eco-town. 

Viv Ellis, of High Street, 
Hinxton, said: “We feel 
under siege really. 

“We have only been living 
here a few months and 
already we have been 
inundated with issues from 
the Stansted expansion, 
widening the Mil to three 
lanes and now this. 

“It will undoubtedly be¬ 
come a commuter town 
being so close to London. I 
know myself as a teacher in 
London how convenient 
Hinxton is.” 

Residents at the meeting 
said they felt, that with 
backing from both the 
Government and a large 
corporation such as Tesco, 
the plans may be a done 
deal.

FUN play areas are coming 
to Cambridgeshire after 
the county won a massive 
funding boost. 

The county council is to 
receive £2.5 million for new 
playgrounds as part of a 
national £235 million 
project to promote outdoor 
activities. 

Cambridgeshire has been 
chosen as one of 20 “play 
pathfinders” to receive the 
extra funding for new 
facilities. 

The cash will go towards 
a flagship supervised 
adventure playground, 
with around 30 smaller 
play facilities to be built 
around the county. 

In an exclusive interview 
with our sister paper, the 
News, Andy Burnham, 
Culture, Media and Sport 
Secretary, said: “It will 
bring a lot of benefits and 
significant funding to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. The decision 
on which areas would be 
chosen as pathfinders was 
based on which councils 
were ready to deliver, and 
deliver quickly.” 

He promised to invest¬ 
igate whether local author¬ 
ities were being over¬ 
cautious with play equip¬ 
ment, and to support 
parents in “balancing risk 
against opportunity”.

CANCER patients 
needing chemotherapy 
could be among those 
hardest hit by the 
Cambridge congestion 
charge, Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital’s boss has 
warned. 

Gareth Goodier, chief 
executive of Cambridge 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust, has written a 
“strongly-worded” letter 
to Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council opposing init¬ 
ial plans which include 
the hospital in the 
charging zone. 

That could mean patients, 
visitors and staff arriving 
between 7.30am and 9.30am 
being hit by a daily charge 
of between £3 and £5 - on 
top of parking fees at the 
hospital which can cost 
visitors up to £15. 

Mr Goodier has warned 
Brian Smith, the council’s 
deputy chief executive of 
environment and commun¬ 
ity services, that the charge 


would be “prohibitively 
expensive” for patients 
undergoing chemotherapy 
and dialysis - treatments 
which require regular visits 
to hospital. 

Mr Goodier told our sister 
paper, the News, that his 
letter expressed the worries 
of staff, patients and 
visitors. He said: “The 
overwhelming feedback 


we’ve received opposes the 
proposal and calls for the 
hospital to be outside the 
congestion charging zone.” 

Dr Mary Archer, 
chairman of the trust, told a 
recent governors’ meeting 
that the letter to Mr Smith 
had been “strongly- 
worded”. 

She said: “It makes no 
sense for patients, at the 


very least, to fall within the 
congestion charge zone.” 

The council recently 
completed a public consult¬ 
ation on the proposals, 
aimed at reducing conges¬ 
tion in conjunction with 
improvements in public 
transport. It says no final 
decisions have been made. 

Mr Goodier said he 
recognises the need to 


address congestion in 
Cambridge, but added: 
“Patients and staff often 
cannot choose when to 
travel to hospital and it 
would be unrealistic, and 
clinically impossible, to 
adjust our operating hours 
to accommodate a congest¬ 
ion charge. 

“Many patients undergo a 
series of treatments, like 
chemotherapy and dialysis, 
and have to make frequent, 
unavoidable trips to 
hospital. The charge would 
be prohibitively expensive 
for this group of patients.” 

Councillor Geoff Heath- 
cock, who represents Queen 
Edith’s and is Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat spokesman for health 
on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, believes the 
hospital should not be in the 
zone. 

He said: “There is no 
justice in a situation where 
people having a rough time 
are given more things to 
worry about.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “The views of 
Addenbrooke’s, together 
with all the results from this 
consultation, will be taken 
into consideration.”

na leaps in 
son’s memory

A MOTHER who should have 
been celebrating her son’s 25th 
birthday this week is planning 
to leap from a plane in a 
daring tandem skydive in his 
memory. 

Christopher Skinner collapsed on 
Parker’s Piece, Cambridge, in June 
last year and was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, where a CT scan 
showed he had suffered a massive 
brain haemorrhage. Despite the best 
efforts of staff in the neurological 
care unit, he died the next day 

His devastated parents, Anna and 
Nigel, who flew home from Canada 
and reached their son just before he 
died, decided to abide with their son’s 
wishes and donate his organs, which 
saved two other lives. 

Now Anna, 51, who works as a staff 
nurse in the eye theatre unit at Add- 
enbrooke’s, has decided to overcome 
her fear of heights to make a giant 
leap with a 10,000 ft tandem skydive at 
Chatteris in June. 

She hopes to raise as much as she 
can through sponsorship for the 
appeal to buy a portable CT scanner 
for the neurological critical care unit 
where Christopher was treated. 

Anna, of Chappie Drive, Haverhill, 
said: “The only good thing to come 
from his death was that by donating 
his kidneys he was able to give two 
people the gift of life. 

“I wanted to do something amazing 
in his memory, something he would 
never believe I would do, yet he would 
be so proud when I did it. 

“When I saw the parachute jump

advertised I thought T could do that’. I 
don’t like heights and I don’t like 
planes and Christopher would never 
have believed I would do it. He would 
have laughed his socks off at the 
thought of it, but he would also have 
been proud of me.” 

She added: “When I read about the 
fundraising for the portable CT 
scanner I knew this was the way for 
me to say thank you to all the staff 
who tried to save Christopher. 

“With this state-of-the-art equip¬ 
ment, when time is of the essence, 
more lives can be saved by this 
dedicated team. 

“The staff in the unit tried so hard 
to save him and they need to raise 
£254,000 for the scanner, so anything I 
can get will be a bonus towards that.”

TO SAY Scouting for Girls 
have had an eventful year 
would be a spectacular 
understatement.

“We still can’t really get our 
heads round how everything is 
going, it’s just been the most 
amazing year and a bit. 

“I think when we first realised where 
it was going was the festival season 
last year. We started off playing 
Glastonbury to about 100 people 
and then by the end of the summer 
at V Festival we were playing to 
3,000 people in a tent and they had 
to close it off. 

“It was amazing to hear the 
audience singing back to us and 


there was a dawning realisation that 
we might just have a chance at this 
malarkey. 

“It’s literally every week now that 
something happens which blows 
our minds.” 

The success of the album was in 
large part due to the enormous 
amount of play the uber-catchy 
single She’s So Lovely has been 
getting on TV and radio. As 
Jonathan Ross noted when the 
band played on his Radio 2 show 
recently, the song is currently the 
default background music to any 
kind of TV slot involving even the 
most marginally attractive women. 
“The strangest place I’ve heard it 
was walking round Ikea, I think,” 
says Greg. “It was quite bizarre 
trying to find some cutlery and 
plates and then going, ‘Hold on, 
what’s that playing in the 
background?’.”

THE current range of Aston 
Martins share an analogous 
design language and that’s a 
very good thing - because as 
a result any one of them 
could claim to be the world’s 
most beautiful car. 

Whether it’s a V8 Vantage Coupe, 
DB9 or DBS, there is little to be 
found on the road that comes close 
to matching their understated yet 
intense visual impact. 

Topless cars invariably weigh 
more than their coupe siblings, and 
the Vantage Roadster is no 
exception, although a gain of 80kg 
is relatively minimal.

New models are 85% recyclable and 95% recoverable 


VOLVO - well known 
for its commitment to 
safety - has released 
facts showing its 
focus on the 
environment. 
Realising that 

creating an eco- 
friendly car is far 
more than simply 
lowering its C02 
emissions levels, 
Volvo has declared 
that all new models 
are 85 per cent 
recyclable and 95 per 
cent recoverable. 

The Swedish firm’s 
commitment to reducing 


its carbon footprint must 
be applauded as the “Clean 
Inside and Out” 

programme takes in all 
aspects of the 
manufacturers 
environmental impact. 

Volvo is well ahead of 
schedule in terms of a 
recent European 

Commission study, stating 
that all new vehicles 
should be 85 per cent 
recyclable or reusable by 
2015. Volvo reached this 
figure six years ago, back 
in 2002. 

The reuse and recycling 
of materials has been 
extensively thought about 
and Volvo uses recycled 
steel, iron, aluminium and 
other metals throughout its 


range. Materials from 
catalytic converters are 
reused in new catalysts 
and even details as small as 
plastic battery covers have 
been considered with this 
example being recycled for 
use in the lining of wheel 
arches.
